Auctioneer's gavel closes 
out El Capitan's operation

Lompoc’s El Capitan Angus ranch — 
considered one of the foremost Angus 
cattle breeding operations in the world 
— came to a cold and windy end Sunday 
with the “dispersion'’ sale of the 
remaining famous El Capitan Angus 
herd, along with a load of ranch 
equipment and machinery 
Dispersion here means bankruptcy. 
El Capitan Angus, according to a 
handsome 1970 El Capitan Enterprises’ 
brochure, 
commenced 
around 
1965 
“after many months of careful and 
critical analysis of the Angus cattle 
business. 
“A nationwide search was conducted 
to locate, evaluate, and procure a small 
number of females to become the herd’s 
foundation stock. Over 26,000 miles were 
logged and over six months were spent 
before a single animal was purchased. 
“After this substantial investment in 
land and registered Angus cattle, El 
Capitan sought out and acquired the best 
in experienced cattlemen to manage and 
guide the destiny of this firm dedication 
to the improvement of beef cattle. ’’ 


El Capitan's destiny turned out to be a 
brief ten years of existence, a short life 
for a cattle operation, report local 
cattlemen What went amiss depends on 
who you ask 
Tom Burke of Kansas City, Missouri 
was hired to come in and manage the 
dispersion sale. He is well-known in the 
cattle business as a sales specialist. 
Burke 
contends, 
in 
his 
best 
salesmanship 
form, 
“ It 
was 
an 
investment that went sour with cattle 
cost trends and higher cost of feed.” 
Owner of the El Capitan operation, 
Jules Berman, gave the same reasons 
later this week in Los Angeles: 
Whatever the reasons for El Capitan’s 
short life, all cattlemen agree that the 
El Capitan Angus herd was pure grade 
A. 
Burke noted in Sunday’s sale catalog, 
“Keep in mind that El Capitan has had 
one of the winningest show herds in the 
world, exhibiting the Grand Champion 
Bull at the 1973 and 1974 Cow Palace 
Shows, as well as the Grand Champion 
Bull at the 1974 Pacific International in 
Portland, Oregon, and the Reserve 
Senior Champion Bull at the 1975 


National Western Stock in Denver, 
Colorado; so you can rest assured that 
you are buying modern, up-to-date, 
breed improving cattle.” 
The 
influence of such nationally 
recognized bulls as Massive Marshall, 
Performer, and Jumbo John — used in 
El Capitan's breeding program — 
helped to make the El Capitan herd so 
famous. 
“El Capitan’s show winnings at the 
leading cattle shows on the West Coast 
in 1969 won more ribbons and champion 
trophies than any other Angus breeder. 
A testimony to the success of our 
breeding 
program ,” 
reads 
the 
aforementioned 1970 brochure. 
It adds, “The enthusiasm at El 
Capitan is high; the future is indeed 
bright.” 
Attended 
by 
about 
350 
persons, 
Sunday’s bankruptcy sale began at 10 
a.m. on the El Capitan Angus ranch off 
Jalama Road, not on the property off 
Ocean Ave. that has a big barn with the 
words “El Capitan Angus” painted 
across it. This property is leased by El 
Capitan.

thoroughfare from Floradale Avenue in 
the west to A Street in the east, a 
distance of two and a half miles. The 
thoroughfare is presently a sub-standard 
24-foot-wide street except for two small 
segments at Floradale Avenue and H 
Street. 
Original expressway specifications 
called for a right of way of 104 feet and 
lim ited 
access 
from 
adjoining 
properties. Portions of the thoroughfare 
are in city or county jurisdiction. 


A pessimistic view of the change from 
expressway design now being proposed 
for the heavily traveled thoroughfare 
was expressed yesterday by Harley 
Craig, 
longtime 
chairman 
of 
the 
chamber 
of 
commerce’s 
highway 
committee: 
“There was no money 
available,” he said. “When they passed 
the law that highway funds could be used 
for mass transportation, that doomed 
some highway projects.” He said many 
highway or transportation departments 
would be reduced to mere maintenance 
operations. 


Under proposals that will be aired on 
April 2, Central Avenue will have two, 
twelve-foot-wide travel lanes and two 
eight-foot-w ide 
shoulders. 
The 
shoulders will be designated bicycle 
lanes 
and 
bicycle 
riding 
will 
be 
encouraged. 


In addition, the plans call for the 
elimination of the dip just east of the 
city’s sewer plant and the lowering of 
the entire road elevation about one foot. 
The road elevation is presently about 
two feet above the surrounding lands. 


The width and the present road 
surface 
of 
Central 
Avenue 
are 
substandard and the dip east of the 
sewer plant and east of Bailey Avenue 


has plagued motorists since the early 
1930s when waters of the Santa Ynez 
River tore out a swath of land that 
eventually became known as the Cantlay 
Cut. During the floods of 1969 the river 
poured 
through 
the 
same 
area, 
inundating the sewer plant’s storage 
lagoon. Since that time a dike has been 
raised to block off the “cut” area and 
protect the sewer plant, but the dip on 
Central remained. 


WASHINGTON (UPIi - The Senate 
today voted a 13-week extension of 
unemployment benefits, special tax 
breaks for Chrysler Motor Co. and a new 
$800 million deduction of child care 
payments for parents who work 
The amendments were added in rapid- 
fire order to a tax cut package which 
grew rapidly above its original $31 
billion size 
The bill also contains tax rebates up to 
$240 and special $100 one-time payments 
to all Social Security recipients. 
Many of the amendments could die in 
a House-Senate conference committee 
which must reconcile a $19 9 billion 
House bill with the Senate bill, which 
should pass tonight or Saturday. 
In the early afternoon, the Senate 
voted 83-13 to curb further deabate and 
restrict the number of amendments, 
assuring passage of the bill. 
The 
overwhelming vote was 23 more than 
required to limit debate. 
At the White House, Press Secretary 
Ron 
Nessen 
said 
President 
Ford 
basically is opposed to any amendments 
and wants a “clean simple tax cut bill . ” 


T he 
13-w eek 
e x te n s io n 
of 
unemployment benefits, sponsored by 
Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., would allow 
benefits to be paid up to 65 weeks for the 
unemployed. It passed 58 to 37. 
The $800 million child and dependent 
care provision, sponsored by Sen. John 
Tunney, D-Calif., would remove limits 
on 
the 
deduction 
in 
present 
law 
including the phaseout of the deduction 
after income passes $18,000. 
But more importantly for low and 
middle income persons, it allows the 
deduction to be taken even if the 
taxpayer does not itemize and uses the 
standard deduction. It passed 56 to 39.

freeway plan 
scrapped 


The state Highway Commission citing 
a lack of funds, scrapped plans for five 
highway projects today, including a 
proposed 5.9 mile, $8.8 million segment 
of Highway 1, running over Harris 
Grade. 
The segment was proposed for the 
northerly extension of the Highway 1 
Bypass which is tied up in litigation in 
Los 
Angeles 
Appellate 
Court. 
A 
spokesman for the commission said the 
segment over Harris Grade was too 
costly. The segment would have tied in 
with the northerly end of the Bypass 
from a point a little north of Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road to the bottom of Harris 
Grade, enroute to Santa Maria. 
The Bypass segment was designed to 
carry Highway 1 around the City of 
Lompoc to the east. A three-judge panel 
will hear final arguments on 
the 
question on April 16. 
Regardless of how the court rules, 
however, knowledgeable sources within 
the state division of highways, believe 
there is little chance the Bypass would 
be funded. The Bypass is a $10 million 
project at last year’s prices.

Big business fared both good and bad 
in amendments. A $500 million special 
tax break for Chrysler and other failing 
companies —but not Lockheed and Pan

Communist guns kill 
refugees at airport 


SAIGON (UPI) — Communist gunners 
who have shelled the long lines of South 
Vietnamese refugees streaming toward 
coast havens slammed 50 rounds of 
artillery and rocket fire into Hue’s 
suburban airport today, killing at least 
10 refugees, field reports said 


The Saigon government placed its 
defense militia on special alert as the 
Communist 
threat 
to 
the 
capital 
increased. Viet Cong troops overran the 
Due Hue base camp barely 35 miles east 
of Saigon and stepped up their pressure 
on Xuan Loc, a key bastion on Saigon's 
eastern approaches. 


So 
far 
14 
provinces 
have 
been 
abandoned by the Saigon government or 
their residents, or both, and Communist 
forces today overran Kien Due district 
capital 110 miles northeast of Saigon. 
Kien Due is a key town in the province of 
Quang Due, whose residents are already 
being evacuated by the government. 
Bloodied soldiers and weary women, 
barefoot old men and mud-stained 
children trudged along South Vietnam's 
winding roads in a terrified exodus from 


a third of the country’s provinces More 
than a million refugees were on the 
roads and some reaching the coast told 
of heavy rocket and mortar attacks 
Field reports said the exact number of 
casualties at the Hue airport was not 
known, but at least 10 persons were 
killed At Hue’s port area of Thuan An, 
sue miles east of the old capital, another 
40,000 refugees were waiting for boats to 
carry them south to safety to Da Nang, 
50 miles to the south.

Highway 1 toward Da Nang. 
Intelligence 
reports 
said 
North 
Vietnamese, 
moving 
south 
almost 
without hindrance from the border 
areas, were menacing government rear­ 
guards at the military bases near Hue 
and were pumping in artillery and 
rocket fire. Another Hanoi battalion was 
reported threatening the Phu Loc Area 
on Highway 1 20 miles south of Hue 
Government troops seeking to block 
the advance of North Vietnamese tanks 
southward destroyed a vital bridge over 
the My Chanh River on Highway 14, 
which is 21 miles north of Hue 


Power outage hits wide area 
from San Francisco to border 


Lompoc Valley areas were blacked 
out for seven minutes early this morning 
when a sudden power loss from two 
major Pacific Northwest power lines 
cut off power to scattered areas from 
San Francisco to San Diego. 
There 
were 
no 
major 
incidents 
reported anywhere today as a result of 
the emergency. Power went off in the 
city at 12:55 a.m. and was fully restored 
at 1:04 a.m. 


A spokesman for Southern California 
Edison, said two inter-tie lines from 
Oregon — one an 800,000 volt DC line and 
the other a 500,000 volt AC line — 
dropped power at 12:55 a.m. causing 
patches of blackouts throughout the 
system. 


A spokesman for Pacific Gas and 
Electric said, “At approximately 1 a.m. 
today a 750,000 volt DC line from 
Bonneville Authority to Sylmar in Los 


Angeles, tripped, disrupting a large 
block of power.” PG and E supplies the 
City of 
Lompoc and the satellite 
communities of Vandenberg Village and 
Mission Hills. 


In the city there were no incidents. 
The automatic generator system at 
Lompoc Hospital went into action within 
a second or two after the outage began, 
to provide normal electric supplies for 
all usage. 


Dispatchers 
reported 
the 
police 
department was without lights “ for a 
few minutes.” James Brightwell, city 
sanitation director said the sewer 
plant’s automatic generator system was 
not available because it was being 
repaired. He said there would have been 
no problem, however, even if the outage 
had been extended, because the plant 
has a storage lagoon with capacity for 
six days of effluent 
Shuttle faces Iona funding fight

The Space Shuttle program has soared 
over one Congressional funding obstacle 
but must still survive the flak of a 
summer of budget sessions to remain on 
schedule. 


A $12 billion shuttle development 
funding request for fiscal 1976 has 
cleared a critical Senate subcommittee 
chaired 
by 
shuttle 
opponent 
Sen. 
William 
Proxmire 
(D-Wis, >, 
who 
claimed the program “may be on the 
verge of a financial breakdown.” 


T he 
S e n ate 
A p p ro p ria tio n s 
Subcommittee on Space and Science 
Activities passed NASA’s largest ever 
yearly shuttle funding proposal despite 
P roxm ire’s 
calls 
for 
“ cheaper 
alternatives for the shuttle.” 
This was the word this morning from 
Ed 
Kenneay, 
government 
affairs 
manager for Rockwell International 
Corp. 
of 
Downey, 
chief 
shuttle 
contracting firm. 


“There appeared to be minimal 
support from the other members of the 
committee for Proxmire’s position,” 
Kennedy said 


The victory for the rocket plane 
program, which is slated to come to 
Vandenberg Air Force Base early in the 
1980s, was only the opening budgetary 
skirmish in what Kennedy sees as a 
summer-long campaign for continued 
funding. 


The entire funding authorization bill 
for 
spending 
for 
the 
National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
< NASA) will go to the floor of the House 
of Representatives next Wednesday or 
Thursday and to the floor of the Senate 
around the first of May, he said. 
Th en , 
the

appropriations bills must clear the 
congressional gauntlet: in the House in 
early June and in the Senate in early 
July. 
“The authorization bills really put an 
upper limit on what can be spent The 


appropriations bills say what shall be 
spent,’’ Kennedy explained. “We expect 
the action to last through the summer ”

government fiscal year 1976, which 
begins this July, is $1 206 billion In July, 
1976, the federal government will shift 
its fiscal year accounting period to run 
from October to October instead of from

requested $300 million for the shuttle 
The total NASA request for fiscal 1976 
plus the transition quarter is $15 billion

shuttle budget will amount

billion and then the yearly amounts will

By fiscal 1980, the yearly

be off campus, or will it be held 
May 27, the next regular 
election date7 Or perhaps some 
other date? 
The 
answer 
may come 
Monday at the regular Board of 
Supervisors meeting but most 
likely won’t be firmed up until 
the 
March 
31 
meeting, 
according to political seers at 
the County Building 
Meanwhile, vehement anti­ 
oil Supervisor Frank Frost took 
off on a two-week vacation trip 
to Mexico, and isn’t due back 
until just before the March 31 
session 
This left the likelihood that a 
motion for a May 27 election 
which Supervisor James M 
Slater intends to make next 
Monday 
— 
providing 
referendum petitions qualify as 
seems certain — could wind up 
in a 2-2 deadlock, or lose out 3 
1 In either case, 
the motion 
would be defeated. 
Slater’s office said Tuesday 
that while there is requirement 
for a 63-day notice period to get 
the matter on the ballot, it was 
felt there was some elasticity 
to the rule to permit a March 31 
action to apply. 
Once again, battle lines were 
drawn so that new Second 
District 
Supervisor 
Robert 
Kallman will likely cast the 
deciding 
vote, 
when 
the 
showdown comes. 
Kallman made it clear that 
qualification of the petitions — 
bearing the names of an 
estimated 22,600 persons in the 
county — wouldn’t cause him to 
support 
rescission 
of 
the 
rezoning 
ordinance

The ranch equipment and 
machinery sale was first. A 
hay stack, bale loader, freezer, 
horse trailer, filing cabinets, a 
truck and trailer and more 
grossed $19,060 
According to several local 
ranchers on hand, the sale went 
absurdly in favor of the seller. 
Buyers overbid, paying more 
for used items than they would 
pay for new items. 
Local bean farmer Pete 
Valla said perturbedly, “ You 
go looking for a bargain. Why 
else would you go to an 
auction7 If I can’t steal it, I 
won’t buy it.’’ 
Another 
rancher 
was 
overheard 
saying, 
“ Some 
people just like to buy at 
auctions “ 
Burke agreed that much of 
the equipment sold could have 
been bought cheaper new. 
When asked why items sold 
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supported Feb 10. # 
He said the basis for this 
decision was a random check of 
40 precincts in his district last 
Friday which showed about 8 
per cent of the voters in these 
precincts 
as 
signing 
the 
petitions. 
Later 
came 
clarification from his office 
that the eight per cent was in 
reference only to the first 
batch of signatures validated, 
numbering 5,736 
His administrative assistant, 
James Rickard, who made the 
random survey, said he would 
make a further check on the 
basis of the more than 9,000 
validated signatures needed to 
qualify. He said the eight per 
cent figure thus could be 
boosted to 10 or maybe 15 per 
cent.” 
The county elections bureau 
said that the Second District 
has 123 precincts 
Kallman said Monday he was 
not ready at that time to 
advocate a special election 
which Board chairman Francis 
H 
Beattie and Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher may soon ask 
for. 
Beattie intimated he feels a 
special election — ostensibly in 
the summer — could be a good 
“ gamble" for taxpayers. He 
said that while the taxpayers 
might have to pay $40,000 more 
for a special election, they 
could wind r.p with added 
county tax revenues of an 
estimated $750,000 a year if the 
rezoning was upheld, and the 
Exxon onshore plant built in 
Las Flores Canyon 
A summer election would 
virtually “ disenfranchise” a 
large number of UCSB voters 
who leave the campus in early 
June, Exxon opponents claim. 
But Supervisor Frost said he 
felt the election would result in 
a defeat for Exxon “ without 
the student vote."

“ That’s why you have an 
auction." 
The remaining El Capitan 
Angus herd of 152 head sold for 
$44,685 
The 
cattle 
sale, 
however, unlike the equipment 
sale, went in favor of the 
buyers. 
For 
example, 
Dennis 
Holmdahl, 
14, 
of Lompoc, 
purchased four females with 
calves for $1,400. Local cattle 
rancher Walt Holmdahl (and 
Dennis' 
grand father), 
estimates that Dennis could 
turn around 
and sell one 
mother and offspring for over 
$1,000 
Most of the Angus herd was 
sold to Lompoc ranchers. They 
will 
be 
re-sold, 
used 
for 
breeding and serve as 4-H 
projects. 
Jules Berman commented 
long-distance that El Capitan 
Angus “ lent a lot of prestige to 
Lompoc. Cattlemen all over 
the country knew of Lompoc 
because of El Capitan.” 
Soon, however, when El 
Capitan Angus is mentioned, 
these same cattlemen will 
think of Nebraska because El 
Capitan Enterprises plans to 
keep a small herd of 500 head 
there. 
As the El Capitan cattle 
operation grew, Berman and 
his associates, started herds in 
Nebraska, 
Arizona, 
and 
Wyoming. While the Nebraska 
herd was the largest with 3,000 
head, Lompoc's herd stayed at 
around 350 because of the small 
area of acreage. 
Will the renowned El Capitan 
herd eventually die out? 
“ We don’t know," relied 
Berman, “ the market is bad." 
The 309-acre El Capitan 
Angus ranch off Jalama Road 
is now up for sale: $500,000

Agriculture, on the west 
coast anyway, is traveling 
miles to dispel its “ bib overalls 
and straw in the mouth" 
image, according to Lompoc’s 
De Wayne Holmdahl, president 
of the Santa Barbara County 
Farm Bureau.

Had he been there 
the year before, he would have 
been as perplexed as the 
stranger of why the artist 
painted the picture completely 
with dots instead of lines. 
Art and travel are part of the 
curriculum of a two year 
Agriculture 
Education 
Foundation program aimed at 
bettering the communication 
between 
agriculture 
and 
consumer so, in Holmdahl’s 
words, “ we can work together 
rather 
than 
against 
each 
other." 
“This has been a problem in 
agriculture," he added, “ we’ve 
talked among ourselves, but 
not to others.” 
In business with his father 


Walt Holmdahl, De Wayne, 36, 
is a farmer, rancher and an 
agricultural businessman as 
part owner of 
Holmdahl’s

AEF is based in Davis. The 
curriculum of its educational 
program concentrates in five 
areas: economics, humanities, 
social structure, religion and 
public relations.

instructors, four days a month 
at either Cal Poly San Luis 
Obispo, Cal Poly Pomona, 
Fresno State University, or UC 
Davis. 
Holmdahl’s group is called 
Class IV because it is the fourth 
class to start in the three-year 
old program. Class IV will be 
graduated in June.

AEF 
program,

explained, is designed to teach 
students 
“ everything, 
but 
agriculture" 
because 
“ you 
have to have a basis to talk to 
anybody no matter who he is.”

The Hidden Valley Ranch, 
formerly known as Sweetwater 
Ranch, hasn’t been able to 
make a go of it in recent years 
as a resort. But the applicant’s 
counsel, Ron Cook, insisted 
that a prior conditional use 
permit granted by the county is 
still applicable. 
Thompson and Cook maintain 
the recording studio, with a 
maximum of 25 persons on 
hand, won’t make the noise 
that came out of the former 
resort use, and will consume 
less water from San Jose 
Creek 
Coming to the support of the 
studio project Thursday were 
various residents of the nearby 
community of Painted Cave, 
located

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Senate relaxes penalty 
for possession of pot 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill relaxing marijuana penal­ 
ties and ending the threat of 
jail or arrest for possessing 
small amounts of the weed 
passed the Senate Thursday 
and advanced to the Assembly 
where supporters anticipated a 
favorable vote. 
Senate 
Democratic 
floor 
leader George Moscone of San 
Francisco, the bill’s author, 
said it would readjust penalties 
to make them fit the crime, 
freeing police to spend their 
time and money on hunting 
violent criminals. 
But opponents argued pas­ 
sage would encourage greater 
experimentation and use of 
marijuana, and warned against 
possible health hazards 
Under the measure, violators 
caught with an ounce or less of 
marijuana, enough to roll 20 to 
60 cigarettes would be subject a 
traffic ticket-style citation and 
a fine up to $100. Police would 
not make arrests and there 
would be no jailing 
Possession of larger quanti- 
ties would be a misdemeanor 
with a maximum six months in 
jail and a $500 fine. 
The measure (SB95) was sent 
to the Assembly by a bare 
majority, 21-16 vote after more 
than 
an 
hour 
of 
debate 
Nineteen Democrats and two 
Republicans voted in favor of 
the bill, while 13 Republians 
and three Democrats voted 
“no ” 
“We think we passed the 
major hurdle on this bill,' 
Moscone said afterwards. As­ 
semblyman Alan Sieroty, D- 
Beverly Hills, who will carry 
the bill in the Assembly, said he 
ex p ec ted 
“ a 
fa v o ra b le 
response.” 
Supporters 
and 
opponents 
agreed the bill probably would 
result in de-emphasis in enforc­ 
ing marijuana laws, with police 
and prosecutors believing it no 
longer worth their time to 
chase down users since the 
penalties were so light. 
“This is such a short step 
away from legalization that I 
don’t think it is going to kid 
many people,” said Republican 
leader George Deukmejian of 
Long Beach, one of the bill’s 
most outspoken foes 
He predicted it would foster 
more 
marijuana 
use, 
and 
added. “We shouldn’t be in the 
position of helping to further 
another drug-type dropout gen­ 
eration in California . ” 
With television cameras al­ 
lowed a rare opportunity to 
film the proceedings on the 
floor, Moscone replied. “It’s 
not my intent to create an 
incentive to break the law or 
encourage people of any age to 
leave their senses behind them 
and take a trip,’ if you will.” 
“We simply ought to rear­ 
range our law enforcement 
priorities,’’ he declared. 
Under California’s existing 
law, one of the stiffest in the 
nation, 
possession 
of 
any 
amount of marijuana is subject 
to a possible felony and 10 
years m prison, although m 
almost all cases the charge is 
reduced

received their last raise from 
$19,200 on Dec 2 
Under the state constitution, 
the legislature cannot raise its 
members salaries more than 5 
per cent a year. The measure 
proposes the equivalent of a 10 
per cent pay increase—5 per 
cent this year and 5 per cent in 
1976 


The bill (SB610) is sponsored 
by the Rules Committee and 
carried by President Pro Tern 
James R. Mills, D-San Diego. 


Along with the measure, the 
committee unveiled a report by 
Legislative Analyst A 
Alan 
Post which it said “revealed 
how legislators wound up as 
statistical losers on the pay 
check” 
when 
compared 
to 
other “ professions.” 


The committee also released 
its own 
report 
which 
said 
senators 
and 
assemblymen 
would now be earning $24,795 
annually if the maximum 5 per 
cent pay increases had been 
granted each year since 1966. 


Neither 
report, 
however, 
made mention of the $30 per 
day in tax free living expenses 
drawn by the lawmakers while 
the legislature is in session. 
Nor did the reports include the 
state-leased cars, gasoline and 
travel cards, telephone credit 
cards or generous pensions 
received by legislators.

The measure, authored by 
Assemblyman Bill Greene, D- 
Los Angeles, died on a 52-23 
vote Thursday, two short of a 
two-thirds majority. All the 
favorable votes were cast by 
Democrats. 
Republicans were joined in 
voting “no” by Democratic 
Assemblymen Art Torres and 
Richard Alatorre The two Los 
Angeles Chicano 
lawmakers 


earlier 
broke

Secretary Mario Obledo. also a 
Mexican American. 
without 
consulting them 
It was Greene’s second and 
final attempt to pass the bill 
On the initial try. the measure 
fell only one vote short 
In his inaugural address, the 
new governor called for repeal 
of the two-thirds vote needed to 
increase business taxes and 
cited it as one of the “special 
privileges of the few ” 
After the defeat. Brown said 
“The struggle for tax equity 
will not be won in a matter of 
months I expect it will require 
effort and time to end the tax 
privileges that unfairly protect 
the few at the expense of the 
many.” 
Defeat of the measure repre­ 
sented a victory of the so-called 
“California business establish­ 
ment” over the new governor

family. 
John J. Scott, 66, of Las 
Vegas, Nev., whose son Jack is 
believed by the FBI to have 
rented a remote Pennsylvania 
farmhouse for Miss Hearst last 
fall, denied he or his son had 
done anything wrong 


“ Apparently 
the 
FBI 
is 
trying to use me to get at my 
son. Jack, or perhaps even to 
find Patricia Hearst,” Scott 
said in a statement read by his 
attorney outside the federal 
grand jury chambers. 


“This is a gross perversion of 
the 
grand 
jury’s 
historic 
function,” he said 


“I cannot help the FBI. I do 
not have the information they 
want. I cannot, and I will not, 
participate 
in 
witch 
hunts 
against 
my 
son 
or 
other 
members of my family. We are 
sure that he has done nothing 
wrong and he will be vindicated 
in the end.” 


Scott appeared for less than 
10 minutes and cited the 5th 
Amendment 
in 
refusing 
to 
answer questions of the jury 


which has been investigating 
the Hearst case more than a 
year 
Scott’s attorney. Doron Wein­ 
berg. denied to reporters that 
the elder Scott knew anything 
about Patricia Hearst’s where­ 
abouts or had ever harbored 
her 
as

Magazine. He said he knew of

proceedings 
against Scott for his refusal to 
testify.

A savage bad ball hitter, Medwick 
compiled a 324 major league lifetim e 
batting average with the Cardinals, 
Brooklyn Dodgers, New York Giants 
and Boston Braves. He had a total of 
2,471 hits with 206 homers and 1,383 runs- 
batted-in.

Medwick is the last National League 
player 
to 
win 
the 
triple 
crown, 
accomplishing it in 1937 when he batted 
a career-high .374 with 31 homers and 
154 RBI’s. He was named the league’s 
Most Valuable Player that year. Ducky 
still holds the National League record 
for doubles in a year, getting 64 in 1936.

Congressman Andrew J. Hinshaw of 
California had the following inserted in 
the Congressional Record on October 10, 
1974: 
In the beginning God created heaven 
and earth. 
He was then faced 
with a class action 
lawsuit for failing to 
file an environmental 
impact 
statem ent 
with HEPA (Heavenly 
Environmental 
Pro­ 
tection Agency), an 
angelically 
staffed 
agency dedicated to 
keeping the Universe 
pollution free. 
God was granted a 
temporary permit for 
the heavenly portion 
of the project, but was 
issued a cease and de­ 
sist 
order 
on 
the 
earthly part, pending 
further investigation 
by HEPA. 
Upon completion of his construction 
permit application and environmental 
impact statement, God appeared before 
the HEPA Council to answer questions 
When asked why he began these 
projects in the first place, he simply 
replied that he liked to be creative. 
This was not considered adequate 
reasoning and he would be required to 
substantiate this further.

The rest of the time he 
has to spend justifying 
his lecture fee. 
A single explanation would appear 
sufficient: secundum estimationem fori. 
It was way back in the Middle Ages they 
settled on this as the fair price: what 
can you fetch according to the reckoning 
of the marketplace. 
In Dean’s case it was three grand, 
which resulted in two dollars per ticket, 
which is less than the kids have to pay to 
see “Deep Throat,” whose producer was 
presented as a distinguished lecturer 
under the auspices of the University of 
Boston — which lately canceled the 
invitation to Ron Ziegler. The faculty 
and the kids at B.U. are not offended by

Because the faculty and the dissenting 
students aren’t quite prepared to say 
that Ziegler and Dean and Jeb Magruder 
should not be heard, they frame their 
objections on the fact that they are 
being paid to say what they say.

Minnesota senator’s stabilization plan 
does not differ that significantly from 
others in the political big leagues. He 
proposes governmental income support 
for all citizens unable to make it on their 
own, a theory of “ultimate welfare” 
considered for a time by Lyndon 
Johnson, John Kennedy and even Nixon. 
(The conventional wisdom is that giving 
money away to the poor in a lump sum 
would economize by way of a greatly 
reduced welfare bureaucracy.) 
Yet beyond this, there is a portion of 
McCarthy economics that is new out of 
Washington, 
excitingly 
new. 
He 
suggests 
“ redistributing 
work 
in 
America,” an idea whose time should 
have come many winters ago. 
Says McCarthy: "It could be done in a 
variety of ways, a shorter work week, a

McCarthy is not the author of this 
conception, of course, the plan and its 
benefits being almost ageless in the 
industrial society. A number of firms in 
the Western world are even now 
experimenting with shorter work weeks 
(four 10-hour days or three 12-hour 
days). Increased employment is not yet 
resulting from the experiments, the 
corporate hope as yet being only to 
stimulate 
employe 
efficiency 
and 
morale, but done on a wider scale, the 
job thing might naturally follow. 
There are barbs in the notion, no 
doubt. Politically practical, McCarthy 
does not suggest workers take a two- 
week cut in pay for their additional free 
time, merely that such ideas “can be 
negotiated.” Thus he suggests once

that 
the

strengthened if loot is given away. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
overture 
seems 
meritorious, especially in hard times. 
Even if income adjustments had to be
